In  1 705  the  French  entered  Hol- 
land as  conqnerers,  and  behaved  as 
friends.  Their  full  care  was  to  fe- 
cure  the  peace  and  independence  of 
that  republic.  England  refufed  to 
acknowledge  the  neutrality  of  the 
Dutch  ;  but  the  republicans  fucceed- 
ed  in  protecting  them  again!*  every 
danger  of  an  invalion  from  the  land 
fide  Hanover  and  the  North  of  Ger- 
many in  11  it  have  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  the  French  after  the  conquelt  of 
Holland  ;  the  republicans  faerificed 
the  profpects  of  extenfive  conquelts, 
and  concluded  peace  with  Prulha  in 
order  to  enable  Holland  to  can  y  on 
her  commerce  with  Germany  as  be-' 
fore.  In  the  treaties  with  Spain,  Sar- 
dinia, &c.  the  French  republic  did 
not  forget  to  dipulate  in  favor  cf  her 
Dutch  ally;  in  fhort,  (he  did  every 
thing  to  raife  Holland  from  a  date  of 
the  moft  abject  dependence,  to  her 
former  importance. — Hut  it  will  be 
maintained,  the  French  made  Holland 
pay  a  heavy  contribution,  tiul  leTs 
than  a  hundred  million  of  livres. 
Holland  paid  only  a  fmall  portion  of 
the  expences  of  the  war  \  had  the 
French  government  exempted  the 
Dutch  from  paying  their  llipre,  it 
■would  have  rendered  itfelf  guilty  of 
the  groflett  injultice  towards  its  own 
conllituents ;  befides,  the  American 
government  had  already  given  a  fignal 
proof  of  (he  gratitude  to  be  expected 
from  merchants. 

Belgium  was  the  price  of  French 
\nlor  :  the  inhabitants  inilcad  of  be- 
ing treated  as  fubjeets,  were  permit- 
ted to  fhare  the  privileges  and  par- 
take of  the  fruits  of  the  "toils  of  the 
French  nation.  They  were  whole 
centuries  excluded  from  all  com- 
merce with  foreign  nations  j  their 
indultry  was  enchained  ;  the  privi- 
lege of  availing  thenfelves  of  their 
advantageous  lituation,  for  Irtcn- 
five  trade,  refufed  ;  but  all  their  for- 
ojicr  righrs  are  reltored  ;  their  har- 
bors again  open,  and  they  will  pofiefs 
in  common  with  the  French  citizens 
the  privilege  ot  trading  to  the  Fait 
and  Welt-Indies. 

The  republicans  have  not  proved 
lefs  generous  towards  the  inhabitants 
of  Savoy  and  Nice  ;  who,  from  their 
natural  pohtion,  could  never  expect  to 
fee  agriculture,  manufactures,  and 
commerce  flourifh,  as  long  as  they 
Vere  feparatcd  from  France. 

Where  is  a  nation  that  has  juft  c^ufe 
to  repent  of  having  relied"  on  the  good 
faith  of  the  French  republic  ?  The 
fmall  republic  of  Muhlhaufen,  fur- 
rounded  on  all  fi'tle9  by  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Upper  Rhine,  has,  with- 
out interruption;  enjoyed  the  blellings 
of  peace,  from  the  beginning  to  the 
prefent  ftage  of  the  revolution.  The- 
republic  of  Geneva,  altho  difturbed 
for  awhile,  enjoys  tranquility,  and 
its  independence  isrelpected.  A  wink 
from  the  French  republic,  would  be 
I'ufRcient  to  blot  thofe  two  republics 
from  the  lilt  of  independent  Hates. 

It  is  polfible  that  the  French  will 
relent  the  infiduous  conduct  of  falfe 
friends;  as  well  as  the  open  enmity  of 
defpots  ;  but  an  article  in  the  treaty 
■with  Sardinia  proves  alfo,  that  the 
French  government  does  not  forget 
the  important  (erviees  rendered  by  a 
friendly  neighbor.  The  fpirited  op- 
position of  the  feeble  republic  of  Ge- 
noa, to  the  imperious  demand  of  the 
British,  has  been  of  more  importance 
to  France  than  an  auxilliary  army  of 
50,000  men-  Had  the  Gcnoefe  yield- 
ed, the  fouth  of  France  would  have 
fuifered  all  the  horrors  of  Famine,  and 
1  the  French  never  would  have  carried 
their  victorious  army  into  the  heart  of 
Italy.  The  w"'fe  policy  of  Genoa  is 
about  to  be  recompenfed  ;  under  the 
protection  of  France,  it  cannot  but 
rife  in  importance.  The  Hate  of  G«. 
jioa  was  often  obliged  to  fufTer  en- 
croachments on  its  territory,  from  the 
JCing  of  Sardinia.  Several  important 
diftrfi&fl  pofleded  by  the  latter,  be- 
longed of  right  to  Genoa,  w  hich  had 
alfo  jnft  claims  on  thfc  principality  of 
Onejrlia,  without  ever  being  able  to 
enVain  juftice.  By  the  late  treaTy, 
the  French  republic  has  claimed  the 
right  to  pronounce  on  the  respective 
pretentions  of  the  republic  of  Gen-.a 
and  the  king  ot  Sardinia,  and  it  is  v«-
